This is certainly n strnntt 
liuini, and lliouj(h the cuurt ni.iy de- 
cide that there is no one variety oi 
lilai wbleh can be held to be ilie only 
kist known to lha eonmon law, it 
may give an authoritative detfniiiuii 
of an active kiss which will be ot ini- 
mensa service to iiisnkind. It is 
nikinlained by counsel lor the delend- 
■it that tbere was uo contract bc- 
tween Ibe parties, for the rMaon that 
kIsMS cannot eonslllttte a valid con- 
sidcrntlon. Tne decision on iliif 
point will be eagerly waited for. 
That a kiss is something which can 
bo given willingly and taken by forre 
•Bd that it is comuonly reputed to 
possess more or less, intrinsic value, 
are points which the plainiifT.s coun- 
sel will eloquently maintain. Hence 
it seema ihat a kiss iniiy be avalualilr 
and suflicieiii consideration upon 
which to base a contract . Un thr 
other liand, it is asserted that courif^ 
have never rcoof nhed * kiss aa nroti- 
eriy capable ot being atolen, and that 
when a kiva has been seized by rlo- 
lenco the only remedy o(tt\o injured 
person is an action for assault. It is 
•rfairat that wa have here a question 
whieb admit* o( • vast amouut ofar- 
(mMu^ and tiiM lb J|Hnei*M«eUeii 
will mark an'sh If our%oB«i^n Mr 
Jurisprudence. 

There is still anollisr defense upon 
which llie dolendsnt'a counsel is un- 
derstood ta place great reliance. Ii 
is claimed Ihat even if there was s 
valid contract between Ihe parties, 
and if the defendant did break it, the 
plalDtilTs proiier remedy is not an 
action for breach of contract, but a 
bill in equity lor specific perfotmance 
Fcobablr Iho tIalnUf) woul4 hii*a 
lieen wise had he reibrted to the lat- 
ter course. In case of his success^ he 
would then have received spcci&ed 
quantities of definite kisses of one 
kind or the another, and would thus 
have gained a aubttanliai viitorv. 
As It is bia triumph in his action for 
iireach of contract would doabtleas 
bring him only a nonlinal sura by 
way of daningea, and would render it 
necessary for him to inatitute fresh 
'(WMpadings in order to gain posses- 

' Iwir'of the jewelry. Slill It by no 
mean* follows that be.iause be may 
bava M romedy In equity, lie has no 
remedy at law, and it is reaso-:KMy 
oortaill thai II tliere was a contract 
bet waen himself ' and the defendant 
an aetion for breach of it will lie. 

There are many ignorant persons 
who fancy tliat the law is a dry, pro 
sale business. Thiaaction, liowever, 
proves the contrary. Tlio question 
at issue in Finch against Waters 
comes home to every mouth in the 
country. . lliere I* at present a most 
lamentable vagueness of belief as to 
what constilulbs n kiss, and as to its 
precise leital stains. We shall now 
liavo these questions decided, and 
the social inturuHls ofthc cumiiinnity 
cannot fail to be vastly benefited
